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Another decade 
without bypass?

PLANS for Ely’s southern by¬ 
pass are unlikely to attract 
Government funding, a senior 
transport officer has warned. 

And no other source of funds for 
the long-awaited project could be 
forthcoming for at least another 
decade. 

In yet another savage blow to the 
controversial project, Graham Hughes, 
service director for transport and growth at 
Cambridgeshire County Council, said the 
£25 million bypass would almost certainly 
be denied central funding as huge cuts to 
road building budgets were on the way 

With the region’s road funding allocation 
(RFA) expected to be slashed by 40-60 per 
cent from 2018-19, Mr Hughes told coun¬ 
cillors “there is no realistic expectation that 
the RFA could fund the scheme”. 

He added: “It is not going to be funded 
through RFA at the moment. But we are 
still developing the scheme, though no 
funding sources have been identified yet.” 

He said a £25-£30million scheme was 
“unaffordable” and a “cheaper version” was 
being developed. 

But Mr Hughes’s report to the council’s 
transport forum on Monday, which classed 
the project as “at risk”, did offer some hope 
for the bypass’s champions.

Cllr Tony Parramint, chairman of 
ECDC’s environment and transport 
committee, said: “For too long Ely 
has been hampered by the problem 
of parking in the city. 

“From residents to workers and 
visitors, everyone who uses a car to 


get to Ely suffers from the same 
problem - finding it difficult to 
park. 

“The working party which we are 
setting up will be tasked to tho¬ 
roughly investigate all issues and 
options related to both on and off 
street parking in the city. 

“Nothing is ruled in or out. 

“Our task seems simple, but it is 
one that has for many years proved 
elusive - namely to find the best 
way to tackle the problems we face 
now or in the future. 

“I would like to reassure our 
residents that the process will be 
open and transparent with every¬ 


one being given the opportunity to 
comment. 

“We should not get carried away 
with assuming anything at present 
- it is for the working party to 
investigate.”

It said: “It is conceivable that if a 
significant funding package 
(substantially more than 50 per 
cent of scheme costs) could be 
achieved from non-RFA sources 
such as development or the rail 
industry, an RFA contribution 
might be achieved. 

“However, without such a pack¬ 
age, there would appear to be no 
scope to deliver the scheme for at 
least the next decade.” 

It is the latest blow for the 
scheme, which is the centrepiece of 
the Ely Masterplan, which was 
rubber-stamped by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) last month. 

Hopes of obtaining cash from 
the Transport Innovation Fund 
(TIF) were also dashed last month 
when it was scrapped by the 
Government. King’s School Ely has 
also insisted it will not sell its 
playing fields - which forms part of 
the bypass route - to ECDC. 

Cllr Nigel Bell, county councillor 
for Ely North, said: “The message is 
clear. There is no money for this 
bypass. 


“But the council are continuing 
to dream this impossible dream. In 
the meantime, they are doing 
nothing to improve the flow of 
traffic at the railway station. 

“They keep fobbing us off, saying 
there are alternative funding 
sources, but refuse to say what they 
are. They have been pushing this 
proposal since 2002 and nothing 
has happened. But still they have 
built their entire masterplan 
around this idea. 

“It is naive to say we should get it 
because we need or deserve a 
bypass. I think I deserve to win the 
lottery, but I don’t plan my life 
around winning it.” 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of 
ECDC’s strategic development 
committee, insisted the bypass 
could obtain funds within a 
decade. 

“It will happen much sooner 
than that,” he said. “These pre¬ 
dictions are based on obtaining 
regional funding, but if we could 
get a different stream of funding 
then it could happen. There are lots 
of different funding streams that 
we could tap into.”

Review of options 
to protect markets 


A DEAL could soon be struck over 
the future of Ely Markets, coun¬ 
cillors claim. 

Members of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council agreed on Monday to set up a 
working party to look at the future of the 
popular markets. 

It follows outrage from traders who were 
told in February that they could have to buy 
and set up their own stalls, the annual 
£30,000 cost of which is current met by the 
council. 

Following a public backlash, the council 
later agreed to continue funding the 
markets at their current level but said it 
would look at options for its future. 

Conservative councillor Bill Hunt, who 
earlier criticised the Tory-run council’s 
planned cuts, believes the new working 
party could help traders reach a comp¬ 
romise with the council. 

He said: “I’m delighted that the words

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‘consultation’ and ‘partnership’ are finally 
being used. 

“I hope we can do something with the 
traders, rather than do something to them. 
For instance, we supply electricity to many 
of the stalls, but traders do not pay for it. 

“I’m sure we could reach an agreement 
where market traders pay for their own 
power, rather than the council footing the 
entire bill.” 

The review will be undertaken by council 
chief executive fohn Hill, community 
services officers and councillors Michael 
Allan and David Brown. 

During the consultation, the review team 
will talk to traders from each of the markets, 
as well as members of the public and other 
interested groups. 

It will take into consideration the 


different markets the council currently 
supports, the effect of adding additional 
markets and pitches, as well as the impact 
of one-off events. The provision of stalls and 
how they can be financed will also be 
addressed. 

Cllr Allan, chairman of the internal 
overview and scrutiny committee, which 
approved the move on Monday, said: “Ely 
Markets are thriving and it is our job to 
make sure they continue to develop and 
evolve over the next few years. 

“What our review and consultation must 
now do is harness the success of the last few 
years, but also make it affordable for the 
district council to run without causing 
traders hardship.” 

Cllr David Brown added: “This review 
gives us the opportunity not just to tackle 
who pays for die erection of stalls, but also 
how we can improve other areas from 
marketing to how we inform traders of 
changes.”

How to make 
recycling easy 

Sir, I was very disappointed to hear 
that the plastic collections were 
stopping in Ely, mainly because 
plastic bottles tend to make up the 
biggest part of our recycling 
(Collections go in council cuts - 
Weekly News, March 25). 

I will be using the plastic recycling 
collection points, atTesco and on 
Downham Road. However, I have 
tried to take my plastic bottles to 
Downham Road twice in the last 
week, only to find that the one bin for 
plastic bottles was full. This clearly 
shows they are used regularly 
To encourage more people to recycle 
I would suggest having more plastic 
bins available so they don’t fill up as 
quickly. I would imagine some people 
will be discouraged from recycling if 
the plastic bins are always full and 
will end up putting them in the black 
rubbish bags. My plastic bottles still 
remain in the boot of my car and the 
thought of placing them in the bin 
has crossed my mind!

Tired driver spared 
Jail after A10 chaos 


A DRIVER who caused 
havoc on the A10 when he 
got behind the wheel while 
desperately short of sleep 
has narrowly avoided going 
to prison. 

Recycling worker Piotr Zuber 
tried to get by on only a few hours 
of sleep each night because he 
waited up to take his partner home 
from work, Cambridge Crown 
Court was told. 

Zuber, 31, of The Hoist, Ely, was 
so tired police thought his 
behaviour had been caused by 
alcohol when they caught up with 
him. 

Zuber had been sent for 
sentence by Cambridge magis¬ 
trates after he admitted dangerous 
driving. 

He was sentenced to six months 
in prison, suspended for 12 months 
and ordered to carry out 240 hours 
of unpaid community work. He 
was also ordered to pay £400 costs,

banned from driving for 12 months 
and he will have to take an 
extended driving test before he gets 
his licence back. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth told 
him: “Your case illustrates the 
dangers of driving when des¬ 
perately short of sleep and of the 
dangers that creates for other road 
users. 

“You are lucky that there were 
not more serious consequences of 
your driving that day.” 

James Earle, prosecuting, said a 
driver on the A10 between 
Cambridge and Ely at 6.55am last 
August had seen an Audi coming 
up behind him as if it was going to 
overtake. It did not overtake and 
came up close before swerving 
across the white line. 

He pulled over and the Audi 
continued to cross the white line, 


clipping a roundabout and ending 
up in the oncoming lane. 

“The witness said that at one 
point the Audi went into the path of 
an oncoming 7.5 tonne lorry 
causing the lorry driver to swerve to 
avoid a collision,” Mr Earle said. 

The Audi then pulled off the road 
and the driver went into a hedge. 
Police tracked him to an address in 
Ely and thought he had been 
drinking. An alcohol test was clear, 
but traces of an anti-depressant 
were found. 

Samuel Parham, defending, said 
Zuber had never been in trouble 
before and had been trying to exist 
on two or three hours of sleep at 
night. 

He fetched his partner from the 
restaurant where she worked until 
the early hours before getting up 
for his own job at the recycling 
plant in Cambridge. 

They had now moved so she 
could get home herself.

It was an odd 
feeling, being there with 
these complete strangers, 
but knowing they were 
actually my family. 

“No matter what 
happens in the future, 
even if I never see them 
again, I will always be glad 
I found them. I know who 
my family are now; I know 
who I am.” 

Sue, herself a mum-of- 
four, was born in Surrey in 
the winter of 1953. Until 
last year, all she knew was 
that she had been placed 


in a children’s home at 
birth and adopted at 10 
weeks old; Sue now knows 
that her parents, both 
Australian, had met in 
London, got together and 
had her out of wedlock. At 
the time, she explains, 
that was quite a scandal. 

“My mother, Margaret, 
was the youngest of seven. 
Her mother died when 
she was only three and 
she was raised by her 
older sister, who was 11,” 
Sue recounts. 

“When I was born she 
felt she couldn’t keep me; 
she thought her father, 
who was quite elderly by 
then, would be very upset 
if she arrived back in 
Australia with a baby. So 
she put me in the 
children’s home.” 

Adopted by a childless 
couple from Cambridge, 
the Vickers, Sue says the 
first three years of her life 
were happy. Her new 
parents had lost two 
babies at six months old, 
so she was a badly wanted 
child. 

But then her mother, 
Sylvia, fell ill. Doctors 
diagnosed a tumour on 
the spine - and gave her a 


matter of weeks to live. “It 
must have been 
devastating for her and 
my father,” says Sue. 
“They’d waited so long to 
have a family and, so soon 
after they got me, their 
world fell apart.” 

Although Sylvia defied 
the doctors’ predictions - 
she actually lived for 
years, well into her 60s - 
she was an invalid for 
most of Sue’s childhood. 
For six years she was in 
and out of hospital and, 
even when she was at 
home, she was pretty 
much confined to bed. 

“I had no relationship 
with my mother at all, to 
be honest,” admits Sue. “I 
used to sit on her lap for 
five minutes and that 
would be it, she’d be too 
tired. And my father was 
out at work: he wanted to 
run his own business and 
he was very determined. 

“I spent most of my 
time with au pairs or with 
the cleaner - she was the 
one who organised my 
birthday parties. The one 
thing I wanted more than 
anything was a brother or 
sister to play with. I ended 
up playing with the cats: 


there was one Siamese, in 
particular, who was very 
friendly, so I used to put 
him in a pushchair and 
wheel him round the 
garden.” 

Sue spent the early 
years of her life in Girton - 
in the very house she lives 
in now. But, when she was 
10, her parents decided to 
relocate to a bungalow in 
Cambridge. “It was when 
we moved that my mother 
told me I was adopted,” 
says Sue. “I was 10 at the 
time and I couldn’t take it 
in, I couldn’t believe it. I 
remember thinking: ‘But I 
thought I was your child’.” 

Sue met her husband, 
Peter, when they were 
young teenagers. “We 
actually met at Jesus 
Green swimming pool,” 
she recounts. “It was love 
at first sight. That was a 
happy time for me; as a 
child I hadn’t had many 
happy moments, so it was 
lovely.” 

The couple married 
when Sue was 21. Her 
happiness would have 
been complete - but then, 
right before the wedding, 
her father left her mother 
for a younger woman. 
“When I think about 
everything she went 
through - losing her 
babies, being so ill, losing 
her husband - it does 
make me feel very sad,” 
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Sue admits. 

Sue and Peter went on 
to have four children of 
their own, all boys, now 
aged from 32 to 17. 

Despite her own unhappy 
childhood experiences, 
Sue says she always 
wanted to have a family of 
her own - and give her 
children as much joy and 
love in their lives as 
possible. 

When Sue’s old home in 
Girton came up for sale, 
she and Peter decided to 
buy it; Sue says she felt 
drawn to the place, even 
though her memories of it 
were mixed. 

“I think I’m quite a 
strong person and I’ve 
certainly got a happy 
disposition,” she smiles. 
“Luckily for me, I tend to 
bounce back.” 

Sitting at her dining 
room table, Sue points out 
a collection of black and 
white photos displayed on 
a corner shelf. There are 
pictures of both her 
adoptive parents there; 
sadly, both have long 
since died - her mother of 
meningitis, aged 65. 

“I’d been thinking about 
tracing my biological 
family for years,” 
continues Sue. “I always 
wanted to find them but 
I’d never found the right 
time. It wasn’t until our 
eldest, Andre, moved out 
to Australia that I decided 
to take the plunge: I knew 
my parents were 
Australian, you see, from 
the birth certificate. And 
Andre encouraged me, he 
said he’d help. I also 
thought that time was 
running out: I knew my 
mother would be in her 
80s.” 

Using what little 
documentation she had, 
Sue started piecing her 
story together. “A social 
worker came to see me 
and suggested going 
through various agencies,” 
she says. “But I had the 
address of a house where 
my mother had lived 
when she was young; I 
knew it was a long shot, 


but I thought it couldn’t 
hurt to write.” 

A few weeks later, out of 
the blue, Sue’s phone rang 
on a Sunday afternoon. 
The Australian woman on 
the other end of the line 
explained she was now the 
occupant of the old 
address - and she knew 
Margaret, Sue’s mother. 

Put in touch with one of 
Margaret’s close friends, 
Sue started emailing her. 
“She was shocked,” says 
Sue. “She said she’d known 
my mother for 40 years 
and had no idea she’d had 
a child in London. She 
suggested I write a bit of 
an autobiography and put 
together some photos, 
send them to her and she 
would pass them on. I did 
that - but I heard nothing 
for months, four or five 
months! It was so 
frustrating.” 

Eventually, Sue heard 
from Margaret’s youngest 
daughter, Mandy. She was, 
it transpired, Sue’s full 
sister - one of her four full 
siblings. “I was so excited 
about that,” says Sue. “To 
have been raised as an 
only child and always 
dreamed of having 
brothers and sisters, well, 
it was amazing to think 
that, all that time, I was 
actually the eldest of five.” 

Although Sue was 
overjoyed to hear from 
Mandy, she was 
concerned to learn that 
Margaret’s response had 
been less enthusiastic. 
“Apparently she’d said: T 
didn’t really want to go 
there’,” Sue continues. “I 
felt sad, drained, very 
upset, very emotional... 
But Mandy was really 
friendly. She said it had 
been a huge shock to find 
out about me, but that I’d 
be more than welcome to 
visit and stay with her. 
Apparently my mother 
had kept the whole thing a 
big secret.” 

Sue learned that her 
parents had married on 
returning to Australia, 
settled down together and 
had a family. She also

discovered that Rebecca, 
the eldest of the four 
children they’d raised in 
Adelaide, was less than 12 
months her junior: Sue is 
56, Rebecca 55. That 
meant only one thing - 
that Rebecca too had been 
born out of wedlock in 
London but, for some 
reason, Margaret had 
decided to take her home 
to Australia. 

“I felt really rejected at 
that point,” admits Sue. “I 
didn’t know why she felt 
she had to give me up - yet 
felt able to keep Rebecca. 
In fact I still don’t know.” 

Yet, determined to stay 
positive, Sue decided to be 
brave - and pick up the 
phone to her birth mother 
(her biological father had 
died some time earlier). 
Mandy warned her not to 
be disappointed if their 
mum seemed a bit cool. “I 
was absolutely trembling,” 
remembers Sue. “But we 
spoke. It was a very 
strange feeling: this was 
my birth mother I was 
talking to, yet she was a 
complete stranger.” 

After making that first 
contact, Sue and Peter 
decided to take a trip to 
Australia, to both visit 
Andre and meet Sue’s 
family. Waiting at the 
airport, for her brother 
Nick to pick her up, Sue 
says she felt “horribly 
nervous”. But Nick, like the 
rest of his siblings, gave 
her a really warm 
reception. 

For the duration of the 
visit, Sue says Margaret 
was perfectly friendly, but 
she remained distant. 
Feeling unable to ask too 
many questions, for fear of 
upsetting her birth 
mother, Sue admits she 
left Australia still wanting 
some answers: why had 
her existence been kept a 
secret? Why was she put 
up for adoption, and 
Rebecca not? 

But the biggest question 
of all was answered. “I 
know now where I come 
from: it really is like 
finding that missing piece 
of the jigsaw,” says Sue. 
“When I started out on 
this journey I felt daunted, 
my mind was full of ‘What 
if this?’ and ‘What if that?’ 

“What I’ve learned is 
that, whatever you 
discover, you can’t look 
back - you just have to 
keep looking forward.”

NEARLY 400 children in Camb¬ 
ridgeshire have been given free 
laptops in the first two months 
of a Government scheme. 

A total of 375 grants have 
been awarded to households in 
the county as part of the Home 
Access programme, which 
provides low-income families 
with a computer and a year’s 
free internet access. 

Across the East of England, 
7,099 children have been 
awarded grants, including 1,525 
in Essex, 1,265 in Hertfordshire 
and 277 in Suffolk. 

Half a million parents and 
guardians have contacted the 
programme nationwide and 
276,886 application packs have 
been sent out. Some 76,773 
families have had their app¬ 


lications passed. 

Schools minister Diana John¬ 
son said: “It’s great that, just two 
months into this scheme, bet¬ 
ween 20 and 35 per cent of 
eligible families across England 
have already received Home 
Access grants.” 

To qualify for the scheme, 
families must have a child in 
school Years 3 to 9, and either 
qualify for free school meals or 
receive income support and 
have an overall annual income 
of less than £16,040. 

Each family is given up to 
£528 to spend, which is aimed at 
ensuring children from dep¬ 
rived backgrounds have access 
to the internet.

THE number of young 
people not in education, 
employment or training in 
Cambridgeshire has fallen. 

Latest figures show there 
are currently 826 16 to 18- 
year-olds in the county who 
are not in education, emp¬ 
loyment or training - or 
NEETs - making up 5.2 per 
cent of all teenagers in that 
age range. 

Three months ago the fig¬ 
ure was 896, or 5.8 per cent. 

Nationally, 83.8 per cent 
of 16 to 18-year-olds in the 
county are currently in 
education compared to 81 
per cent this time last year. 

The Government’s Jan¬ 
uary Guarantee - the 
promise of an offer of an 
appropriate place in 
learning for 16 and 17-year- 
olds by the end of January - 
has helped to fuel the rise. 

Cllr Martin Curtis, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for children, said: “It is very 
encouraging to see that the 
numbers of young people 
who are not in education, 
employment or training are 
coming down. 

“It is really important that 
young people consider their 
options very carefully and 
ensure that they have 
acquired all the necessary 
qualifications and skills to 
enable them to compete in 
the job market. Connexions 
personal advisers can help 
with this decision making.”

Yorkshire’s Shakespeare 
on board for a coach trip 



I EN of the World is a play I’m 
very fond of. It’s a three-hander 
about a trio of long distance 
coach drivers who have just returned 
from a holiday down the Rhine Valley 
with a group of old age 
pensioners, and they 
recount the many 
episodes on that 
particular trip. 

In a lot of 
ways it’s a 
celebration of 


a dispossessed section of our society. 
It’s touching and amusing, I’d like to 
think. It’s also, if you like, about people 
whose aspirations aren’t particularly 
high and, given the poor returns on 
their pension investments, a bus 
trip is all they can afford. 

It’s political with a small p. It 
certainly isn’t candy floss. I 
think it’s got a point to make 
about how that sector of society 
has been let down in many ways. 


As he prepares to direct a revival of his 2002 play Men of the World in Cambridge, the 
prolific, multi-award-winning writer John Godber shares the secrets of his success. 

other middle class people. I’m not 


Throwing different people together in 
new situations is a great melting pot. 

That’s like boiling frogs. The dialectic in 
this play is you have an elderly driver 
who is nearly the same age as the 
passengers and you’ve got a younger 
driver who absolutely hates these trips 
and would much rather be on the 18- 
30 holiday to Malaga. The truth of the 
matter is we’re all getting older, and the 
potential for bus travel or caravan 
holidays or sedentary leisure activities 
becomes more and more a reality. 

I’ve always written about unlikely 
subjects. It’s true I’ve written a lot 
about ordinary people in ordinary jobs; 
these are people with whom I’ve had 
some involvement with and some 
affinity to, and there’s an absence of 
other people writing about them and 
giving voice to their hopes, fears and 
expectations. These are the people I see 
on the street and I interface with and 
that’s who I write about. They may not, 
in fact, be theatregoers. I’ve always 
assumed that theatregoers are going to 
go anyway, and I always felt, perhaps 
because of my own background, that I 
wanted to bring in people for who, on 
the face of it, theatre isn’t for them but 
who, having dipped a toe in the water, 
think, actually, this is for us. 

At one time, theatre was dominated 
by plays about working class people 
written by middle class people for 


sure that s entirely the case now. I 
suppose I’ve become one of those 
middle class people. The paradox is 
one writes something from a point of 
view, the plays become successful and 
suddenly you’re no longer living in a 
garret. I’d be the first to admit that. But 
that doesn’t mean to say the heart and 
the affection and the empathy isn’t still 
there. 

Sometimes I get slightly frustrated by 
plays about, in inverted commas, 
ordinary people, where it’s all doom 
and gloom. Clearly it’s difficult because 
of economic and educational 
circumstances, and quite often 
dysfunctional circumstances, but also 
there are elements of people with very 
little money to spend who are trying to 
make the best of it. 

That statistic about me being the UK’s 
third most performed playwright gets 
quoted a lot. But I don’t walk around 
thinking about it. My plays are done a 
hell of a lot, but they’re done badly quite 
a bit, and I’ve witnessed them. I’ve 
always thought, if you want to see an 
Ayckbourn, go to Scarborough and 
watch Alan do it, and if you’re going to 
see a John Godber play, see one that 
he’s directed, because I think quite 
often other people miss the nuance and 
just go for the straight, big comedy. 
They miss the poetry and I think they 


also miss the pain. 

Of course I was surprised when 
Bouncers - a play inspired by a 
Pontefract nightclub - became a big 
international hit. But you look back and 
you think, what was it that made it 
work? Perhaps it was the elan of the 
storytelling - just four people playing all 
those parts. Or perhaps it was 
something to do with the truth, with the 
tawdry nature of the evening 
experience. I’ve seen it in Flemish and I 
couldn’t understand what the hell they 
were doing. They could have been 
doing Postman Pat for all I knew. And it 
was recently done again in Los 
Angeles, where they’d set it in Ireland, 
because they clearly thought that was 
northern England. 

Never think there’s nothing left to 
learn, because you’d be wrong. You 
also need to know your enemy - know 
what’s out there and find where you fit 
into the panorama of things. There are a 
lot of people writing plays that could 
have been written by other people, and 
if you’re serious about writing then you 
have to find the pulse, the beat that 
makes it work for you. And once you’ve 
found your own voice, stick to it.

ACCORDING to official 
Government statistics, no 
less, John Godber is the third 
most performed playwright in 
the UK, after William 
Shakespeare and Alan 
Ayckbourn. 

Born in West Yorkshire in 
1956, the BAFTA and Olivier 
Award-winning writer worked 
as a drama teacher before 
becoming artistic director of 
the struggling Hull Truck 
Theatre Company in 1984. 

Through plays like Up ’n’ 
Under, Teechers, On The 
Piste and April in Paris , 
Godber - described by The 
Guardian as “Yorkshire’s own 
contemporary Shakespeare” 

- developed a distinctive 
style of observational comedy 
drama, often focusing on 
working class people in 
ordinary jobs and situations. 
In total he has written more 
than 50 original plays and 
adaptations. 

A professor of drama at 
Hull University and Professor 
of popular theatre at 
Liverpool Hope University, he 
has also written extensively 
for television, and directed 
the 1998 feature film version 
of Up ’n’ Under.

All-singing, all-dancing 
show is a real beauty 


I T’S not every day you see a talking teapot 
take to the stage. Or a chorus line of 
cutlery inviting you to dinner. 

Or a singing candelabra setting fire to someone’s 
bottom. In fact, fans of minimalist theatre had better 
make themselves scarce while Disney’s Beauty and 
the Beast is on at the ADC, Cambridge, this week. 

Based on Disney’s 1991 animated film, the all¬ 
singing, all-dancing show is world-famous for its 
flamboyance. It became one of the longest-running 
musicals in Broadway history, and enjoyed a hit West 
End run and two UK tours. Now it’s being staged by 
the Pied Pipers, one of the first regional theatre 
companies granted permission to perform it. 

“It’s such a fun show,” says director Sarah Phelps. 
“It’s a good balance of comedy and seriousness, it’s 
colourful and loud, it has amazing special effects and 
it’s got a happy ending. What more could you want?” 

Beauty and the Beast tells a familiar fairytale: 
thwarted crone (aka beautiful enchantress in disguise) 
transforms arrogant prince into hideous beast, a curse 
that can only be lifted by someone falling in love with 
him. Could the lovely Belle be the one, or will pea¬ 
brained hunk Gaston stand in the way? 

Well, you can probably guess the answer to that - 
but don’t expect the obvious when it comes to the 
cast of characters. In Disney’s version, the Beast’s 
servants have all been transformed into household 
objects: cheese graters, wardrobes, rugs, teaspoons 
- you name it. Cue a colossal costume challenge. 

“We’ve tried to make them as close to the cartoon 
version as we can,” says Sarah. “There are some 
limitations, like in the film Mrs Potts is a teapot - 
she’s basically a head with a spout as her nose. You 
can’t really do that with a person, but we’ve found 
ways of getting round it.” 

Other costume challenges have been tackled head- 
on too. Lumiere the candelabra, for example, has a 
flame-thrower in each hand. “So we’ve spent a happy 
hour or so in a car park sending off flames in various 
directions, and saying ‘Hmm, no - that’s definitely 
going to set fire to the napkins 1 . And when the napkins

are real people that could be a problem!” says Sarah. 

With a cast of 36 doubling up as townspeople and 
enchanted objects, there’s no doubt Beauty and the 
Beast will be visually spectacular. But let’s not 
forget Alan Menken’s music: the film won 
an Oscar for Best Original Score, and 
was the first ever movie to receive three 
Oscar nominations for Best Song - for 
Belle, Be Our Guest, and eventual 
winner Beauty and the Beast, all of 
which feature in the show. 

And Sarah, who’s also a music 
teacher, has long been a fan: “When 
I was 161 used to babysit for three 
children, and one night, when I’d 
finally managed to wrestle them 
into bed, I remember putting 
on Beauty and the Beast, and 
right from the opening bars of 
the music, thinking, ‘Ooh, this 
is going to be an amazing film’, and 
not being disappointed by any of it. 

The opening bars still give me 
shivers. I just think the music is 
really what sells this show. It’s so 
beautiful.”

NANNY McPHEE AND THE BIG

RELEASED in 2005, the original 
Nanny McPhee was a strong 
successor to Mary Poppins in every 
way. 

Adapted from the Nurse Matilda 
books by Christianna Brand, the film 
pitted seven mischievous tykes 
against an ugly woman with a 
snaggle tooth, warts and an 
oversized nose, who had a few 
tricks up her sleeve when it came to 
childcare. 

Susanna White’s colourful sequel 
casts an even more bewitching 
spell, introducing the mysterious 
nanny to a family in crisis in 
wartime Britain. 

Nanny McPhee and The Big Bang is 
a glorious, rumbustious romp that 
once again demonstrates Emma 
Thompson’s magical touch in front 
of and behind the camera. 

As screenwriter, she crafts 


believable, funny and endearing 
characters, whose plights move us 
to laughter and tears as the plot 
twists and turns. 

In her guise as the eponymous 
guardian angel, Thompson 
underlines the central message 
about inner beauty with another 
sparkling performance. Also, she 
gels wonderfully with her young 
co-stars. 

While her husband (McGregor) is 
away at war, Mrs Green (Gyllenhaal) 
valiantly takes care of the farm with 
her three children, Norman 
(Butterfield), Megsie (Woods) and 
Vincent (Steer). 

When she’s not tending the 
homestead, Mrs Green earns a little 
money in the village shop - run by 


doddering Mrs Docherty (Smith). 
Chaos ensues when snooty, well-to- 
do cousins Cyril (Vlahos) and Celia 
(Taylor-Ritson) come to stay and 
take an immediate dislike to the rest 
of the brood. 

Thankfully, Nanny McPhee 
(Thompson) arrives in the nick of 
time to prevent serious injury. She 
uses her special walking stick to 
show the little brats that the best 
way to overcome any problem is to 
work together. 

Meanwhile, Mrs Green’s brother Phil 
(Ifans) schemes to get his sister to 
sell the farm so he can pay off his 
spiralling debts and avoid a beating 
from Miss Topsey (Matthews) and 
hulking sidekick, Miss Turvey 
(Brand).

Gardening guru’s top tips 1 
for a glorious greenhouse ’ 


I f you want to sow seeds 
earlier, have better crops 
of tomatoes and 
cucumbers, and tender 
plants during the cooler 
months, it may be time to 
buy a greenhouse. 

TV gardening gum Alan 
Titchmarsh loves pottering in his 
Hampshire greenhouse, which 
measures 8ft x 15ft, but advises 
green-fingered enthusiasts to think 
carefully about their needs before 
they buy. 

“Make it twice as big as you think 
you need, because however big a 
greenhouse you get you will fill it to 
overflowing. Buy the largest you 
can possibly afford and fit in,” he 
says. 

“My greenhouse is packed. I 
keep thinking I’ll have to have a 
purge in spring and throw a lot out 
so I can do something new but it’s 
difficult to find the heart to throw 
things away which are growing 
well.” 

Don’t forget to allow for hidden 
costs of a greenhouse, he advises. 
Installing electricity and water will 
make a dent in your budget, along 
with laying a path leading to the 
greenhouse. Things such as staging,

propagators, watering systems and 
automatic vent openers, plus 
blinds, heaters and insulation will 
also rack up the costs. 

Of course, not all of us need a 
greenhouse. If you only want a few 
bedding plants you may be better 
off with a heated propagator on a 
windowsill indoors and a few cold 
frames. 

A heated greenhouse will give 
you a much bigger range of plants 
to grow, he explains. 

“Try to get your heating sorted, 
preferably make it electric heating 
which is thermostatically 
controlled so you can save money 
on it. Even being able to keep the 
frost out will tremendously widen 
the range of plants you can grow in 
there.” 

Fan heaters move the air around 
and will heat a larger area 


efficiendy, while tubular heaters are 
suitable for smaller spaces. You can 
also buy heated propagators and 
soil-warming cables if you only 
want to heat the seeds you are 
sowing. 

Invest in a maximum/minimum 
thermometer and put it where it 
will be easily read, but out of direct 
sun, which will interfere with the 
reading. 

“An unheated greenhouse limits 
your season from April to 
September, although you can put 
hardy shrubs, flowering currants 
and camellias in there in pots if it’s 
unheated, it will bring them on 
earlier,” says Alan. 

The greenhouse should be 
placed in full sun, because if it’s 
shady the plants tend to become 
leggy. Place it in the most open site 
you can, keeping it around 10m 
(30ft) from any big trees, if you can. 
This is because of the shade they 
may cast and because the falling 
leaves and twigs will block gutters 
and increase the frequency with 
which you have to clean the glass. 

“You can potter in the 
greenhouse all year round but there 
will come that hard core of winter 
from November to February when 
it’s quiet, although my own 
greenhouse has been full of

scented leaf pelargoniums right the 
way through. 

“We’ve got marguerites flowering 
in there and little white jasmine.” 

If you want to grow ornamentals 
in your greenhouse, work out what 
temperature you can keep the 
greenhouse at and grow plants that 
suit that environment, rather than 
trying to match the heat to the 
needs of a variety of plants. 

To keep an unheated greenhouse 
looking good, try to grow a 
succession of flowers, which will 
mean encouraging some plants to 
bloom a bit earlier than normal. 

Scented shrubs are great early 
flowerers. The hardy Daphne odora 
Aureomarginata, for example, 
produces pale purple-pink fragrant 
flowers naturally early in the year 
and even earlier if it’s under cover. 

Other shrubs which look great in 
the greenhouse include mimosa 
(Acacia dealbata) and Buddleia 
asiatica. Investing in a greenhouse 
will allowyou to experiment with 
seeds, grow more fruit and veg, take 
cuttings and widen the range of 
plants you grow. 

And it may look pretty as well.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

DSA’s ‘flawed’ 
test revamp cost 
taxpayer millions 


A FURIOUS Bernard 
Adams, managing 
director of Camrider, 
the Sawston-based 
motorcycle training 
organisation, tore into 
the Driving Standards 
Authority for its 
“flawed” attempt to 
restyle the motorcycle 
test in the week when it 
was confirmed in an 
MPs report that the 
Government wasted 
millions of pounds 
bringing in new, large 
motorcycling test 
centres and closing 
down small, 

convenient sites, writes 
Mike Scialom. 

The new multi-purpose 
centres were introduced in 
an “inept” way, said the 
report by the House of 
Commons Transport 
Committee, causing “sig¬ 
nificant cost and incon¬ 
venience to test 
candidates and trainers 
with little apparent gain”. 

“If the new test brings 
financial ruin to the 
motorcycle training 
industry then we will have 
gone backwards,” said the 
committee’s chairman, 
Louise Ellman ME 

The new motorcycle test 
was implemented 
following European 
legislation, but no other 
country in Europe had 
found it necessary to build 
“super test centres”, the 
committee’s report said. 

Smaller test sites could 
have been retained saving 
millions of pounds, with 
the Driving Standards 
Agency (DSA) being slow 
and dogmatic in its 
approach to test centres 
and failing to listen 
adequately to the 


motorcycle industry, the 
MPs concluded. 

The committee added 
that 11 months after the 
new test was introduced, it 
was unacceptable that the 
DSA had failed to get all 66 
planned centres 

operational. 

Ellman said: “Many 
candidates and trainers 
now have to travel too far 
for their motorcycle test. 
This adds to the cost, and 
in some cases, exposes 
candidates to fast and 
dangerous roads on the 
way to a test site - before 
they have even taken their 
test. 

“The DSA needs to give 
much greater priority to 
customer service and con¬ 
venience for test candi¬ 
dates and trainers.” 

She went on: “Motor¬ 
cyclists make up just one 
per cent of road users but 
account for 19 per cent of 
all deaths and serious 
injuries on our roads. The 
risk of death and injury 
has not declined nearly as 
much for motorcyclists as 
for other road users, and 
this needs to be addressed 
as a high priority.” 

Bernard Adams, 
managing director of 
Camrider, the region’s 
largest motorcycle training 
company, told drive: 
“Camrider has consis¬ 
tently told the Driving 
Standards Agency that 
their plans were flawed 
and that implementation 
was very unlikely, if not 
impossible to be 
successful. 

“Despite Camrider’s 
standing as senior 
government advisers, our 
concerns were ignored as 
the DSA ploughed on with 
a huge estates acquisition 
at the peak of the property 


boom. Fortunately for 
riders in Cambridge, 
Camrider lobbied hard so 
that we have our own local 
test centre. Without our 
direct intervention the 
nearest test centre would 
have been Peterborough. 
Now riders only have a few 
minutes’ ride-out from 
Cambridge city. 

“There is, however, a 
positive side to the story,” 
concluded Adams, “in that 
the test is easier to com¬ 
plete as the U-Turn and 
Emergency Stop is now 
conducted off road on a 
vast piece of tarmac where 
it is far easier to complete 
those manoeuvres. For 
those worrying about what 
is involved in the test we 
have a fully detailed infor¬ 
mation page at 
www.camrider.com/law- 
and-learning/index.html. 

A Driving Standards 
Agency spokesman said: 
“Motorcycle fatalities have 
fallen by almost 30 per 
cent since 2003 but we are 
determined to continue 
working with the industry 
to improve safety and raise 
riding standards. 

“We welcome the 
committee’s support for 
our decision to make the 
motorcycle test more 
robust and their 
acknowledgement that 
this is likely to improve 
road safety.” 

He went on: “The new 
multi-purpose test centres 
provide motorcycle and 
driving test candidates 
with safe, spacious and 
modern testing facilities, 
replacing older, less well- 
equipped centres. 

“We thank the 
committee for its report 
and will respond fully to all 
its recommendations in 
due course.”

Union says public servants 
less likely to take ‘sickies’ 


PUBLIC sector workers 
were more likely to work 
when ill than staff in private 
firms, ‘smashing the myth’ 
that public servants were 
always on the lookout for an 
excuse to pull a sickie, 
according to a new report. 

A survey of more than 
2,000 adults by the TUC 
found that more than one in 
five public sector workers 
had struggled to work when 
they were unwell in the past 
month. 

Two out of 10 workers in 


public sector organisations 
such as councils, education 
and the NHS, had gone into 
work feeling poorly in the 
past year, five per cent more 
than in private companies. 

The TUC said the findings 
called into question 
Government claims there 
were large savings to be 
made from cracking down 
on absence in the public 
sector. 

The union organisation 
added that public sector 
workers took longer periods 


off work when sick, but 
pointed out that many 
worked in stressful and 
dangerous public sector 
jobs that could cause injury. 

Only one in 10 public sec¬ 
tor workers said they had 
never been to work when 
they were too ill, the study 
found. 

One in three public sector 
workers said they went to 
work when ill because they 
didn’t want to let people 
down, while others didn’t 
want colleagues to be land¬ 


ed with extra work. 

TUC General Secretary 
Brendan Barber said: 
“People often talk about a 
sick note culture in the UK. 
Many seem to think that 
public sector workers are 
particularly guilty of taking 
time off work when they are 
not really unwell. 

“The truth is we are really 
a nation of mucus troopers, 
where workers - particular¬ 
ly those in the public sector 
- routinely go into work 
when they are too ill and 


should be at home. 

“They do this not because 
they are afraid of their boss, 
but because they know they 
do vital jobs in over¬ 
stretched workplaces. 

“Absence rates have been 
falling over time in the pub¬ 
lic and private sectors. 

“It is a myth that there are 
big, quick and easy savings 
from new policies that 
assume that sickness 
absence is mostly skiving.”
